GOV. LESLIE M. SHAW SHOWS UP 
THE FALLACY OF THE SINGLE-TAX

Governor Leslie M. Shaw, former sec­ 
retary of the United States treasury, 
and 
twice governor of the state of 
Iowu, was greeted by a large audience 
at the Woman's club-house on Wednes­ 
day evening. His topic was " T h e De­ 
structive Effect of the Single-Tax," 
and he stirred his hearers with his de­ 
nunciation of apostles of unrest—the 
single-tnxers, Socialists, I. W. W., and 
the Bolsheviki. The audience was with 
the speaker from the first and this gift­ 
ed national statesman drove home his 
points with telling effect. 


The meeting was under the auspices 
of a large local committee of which 
William M. Griswold, 
secretary and 
manager of the Covina Fruit Exchange, 
was chairman. Governor's Shaw's ad­ 
dress dealt in detail with the problems 
in state operation raised by the single- 
tax theories. 


"Socratea 
taught by asking 
ques­ 
tions. 
Following the example of this 
great teacher, I will ask you to do the 
thinking, while I do the talking," said 
Mr. Shaw. '^It is more difficult to 
think than it is to talk. I will simply 
give you a few facta from which you, 
must draw the conclusions. 


"You don't fP&Uisrt bow uinlly people 
in tho past twenty years have 
been 
trying to tear down things instead of 
building them up. This single-tax theo­ 
ry is not a novel experiment—it has 
been tried over and over again—and 
has failed. I don't just know why it is, 
but there are a lot of people who are 
always dissatisfied with anything that 
is successful and want it repealed. The 
opportunity to do and havo is a God- 
implanted impulse, and it would be dis­ 
astrously curtailed if the single-tax fad! 
prevailed. 


" O u r own affairs are so engrossing, 
our stores and our farms, our mines and 
our mills demand our attention—every­ 
thing except our government, and we 
haven't much time for that. But we 
expect to keep this country on the map 


and in order to do that, we've. simply 
got to take time to- think. That is your 
problem, quite as much as mine." 


Speaking of the war conditions, Gov. 
Shaw said: 


" T h i s war has done some things for 
us that we needed to have done. It 
looked for a time as though we were 
trying to raise a worthless generation, 
and that we were meeting with success 
—but this war has taken our bunch of 
boys who had been coddled and in nine­ 
ty days it has put them through a 
course that has given them poise and 
self-reliance. 
And when 
they 
come 
back—and it looks ns though that may 
be soon—the government will pass in­ 
to their hands. They have a new vi­ 
sion, and they will say to the Bolshe­ 
viki and the Socialists and the anar­ 


chists and the single-tnxers—this bunch 
of constant and pestiferous 
trouble­ 
makers—'Hunt your holes, for there is 
no place for you in this country. • Tho 
citizens have liberty and the govern­ 
ment stands guard." 


" T h e singletaxers have two official 
organs, 'Everyman' and 'The Groat 
Adventure,' copies of which have fall­ 
en into my hands. Their logic, so far 
as anything logical pan be found in 
their 
utterances, is borrowed 
from 
Henry George, and their avowed aims 
and purposes are identical with those 
of the great originator of the scheme 
There is scarcely a page of any issue 
of cither of these official papers that 
doos not give as the ultimate aim of 
the movement the complete destruction 
of land values. Speaking approvingly 
of direct confiscation of land in Russia, 
the January issue of ' Everyman' sayH: 


" 
'The people of Russia, who only 
yesterday were semi-starving slaves to 
a tinsel aristocracy, are now for. tho 
first time living on their own lands, in 
their own homes, and working in their, 
own fields and £acteriea. They havo dis­ 
possessed landlords and profiteers and 
all who work havo plenty. People don't 
starvo where there is no one to take tho 
food out of their mouths. . . ". . 
That is what we are starting here in 
California. . . . But we dQft't stop 
with the land—we will only begin triero! 
We can't stop there. 
Tho tide is too 
strong; it will bear us on into the new 
world of economic friendship.'

THRILLING COMBATS IN THE AIR 


TOLD By LIEUTENANT DOUGLAS 


SSth Aoro Squadron. 
3d U. 8. Army Corps, Frnncr. 


August 22, 19.18. 


Dear Father: 


It i.x a hard matter to have much to 
do with a big war and still write let­ 
ters. FiVery dny I thir.lt of all of you, 
but when I finish at night I am ready 
for sleep. So far it has been a strenu­ 
ous summer, and when conditions make 
it possible I am going to take my first 
leave. You can get fed up on this war, 
and a rest from it for a week is some­ 
thing you can look forward to. 


Well, the push we started a little 
more than a month ago went very well. 
I imagine that the U. S. papers had 
some great things to say about it. Now 
•with the British-French 
offensive, 
on 
the north, the enormous strides made 
by the Hun this spring have been large­ 
ly nullified. I am in hopes that wo will 
start the winter with the Germans back 
to the Hindenburg line, and all hope 
of the "on.to Paris" movement knock­ 
ed entirely from their systems. 


I protected a photographic mission at 
3000 meters yesterday afternoon over 
the lines and with wonderful visibility 
had a good look around. I saw about 
eighty miles of the front. 
Our own 
sector was normal, but about 
thirty 
miles to the northwest there was every 
evidence of heavy artillery action. 


Our squadron has done a lot of work 
during the past month, and has been 
specially commended by the corps. I am 
operations officer, and that is largely 
the reason for my being so busy. With 
the line more or less stable now'for the 
time being, things ore better from the 
aerial viewpoint. 


Supremacy of the air is variable. For 
two weeks here the Hun had it easily, 
but we kept on getting our work done 
just the same. It meant an encounter 
about every time up. Now we have a 
fair number of chassc in here, and we 
feel better. I wish you could read our 
daily operations reports. 
We are not 
primarily fighting planeR, but we have 
put up some corking scraps in the air, 
and the Hun must know by now that 
the American cockades on an observn-] 
tion plane is not an indication of the 
easiest thing in the world for him to 
bring down. 


We had two bad .days not long ago. 
One day we had throe killed and one 
"wounded, and another evening we took 
John Bancourt to the hospital with four 
bullet wounds. These things are a little 
lard on the nerves of: everybody, but 
•we got over the lump nicely, and no. one 
eased up at all. 


Our big accident came when things \ 


tics. John went down in his cockpit 
for a second, but looking up saw hi.s 
guns and pulled himself up ngnin nnd 
opened at the pursuing Huns. 
Again 
the Senator did some contortions, and 
John went down. He managed a second 
:time to reach his guns, and one German 
had followed low down to finish his job. 
John opened up with the rest of his 
drum and sank down. He did not sec 
the Hun fall, but the next day we had 
it confirmed, as it was within our lines. 


Aug. 25, Sunday. 


There has been a lapse of time in 
here, but I am surely going to get the 
letter away today. 


Yesterday I was up at corps head­ 
quarters, and from there went on to 
two regimental headquarters of heavy 
artillery. From the general who com­ 
mands the corps artillery, 
on 
down, 
everybody is ready to listen to the ad­ 
vice of the air service. There is a lot 
to be learned before the various units 
can get the greatest benefit from avia­ 
tion, and that is the purpose of our lia­ 
isons. When you drive up to headquar­ 
ters, the colonel calls all his majors and 
captains together and gives you the 
floor. Military aviation is more or less 
new with our line officers, and it is 
necessary that they know what the lim­ 
its and possibilities arc. Wc are ndw 
getting some fine results. 


I had a photographic mission 
over 
the lines scheduled for this afternoon, 
but clouds arc coming in this forenoon, 
and I hardly expect them to bo taken. 
On these missions especially 
you 
al­ 
ways have a heartv greeting from the 
"Archies." The Hun docs not like you ^suited in the following

Clendon had eight bullets in his body. 
The engine buried itself. 
Our fourth 
plane, with Koger Hitchcock 
driving, 
cireled to the field and nosed up. We 
were Out immediately and lifted Jimmy 
Burns 
from 
the rear cockpit, 
shot 
through the stomach. Hitchcock had a 
time getting back, as Burns jammed hia 
controls. Jimmy was a romantic Irish­ 
man. He is one of four brothers in tho 
war. He spoke a few words to tho cap­ 
tain and me. We got him off to the 
hospital, but he did not last that far. 
It had been a game fight against heavy 
odds. We gave the boys tho best fun­ 
eral possible the next day. There was 
no slowing up in our work. The same 
evening as the fight, the captain and 
myself made a reconnaissance over the 
lines. In the late evening we ofton spot 
enemy batteries in action. Then we get 
word to our own artillery, and some­ 
body has a bad night. 


I must tell you about John Ran- 
court's fight, for he is our first observer 
to be officially credited with a Hun. 
Two enemy planes left their patrol the 
evening he was up, and came for him. 
John, who is a husky about thirty-five 
years old, opened fire. We just received 
a letter from John and heard what he 
did. The Hun got an aceurate burst in- 
I to him and he felt his right leg give 
way. He was shot through the big mus­ 
cle just above the knee-cap and through 
the groin, and a couple skinned his 
/back. The one in his leg was probably 
explosive. Page was driving. We call 
him the "Senator," and he surely put 
a eripple through some great gymnas- 


for a time. Lt. Barrows is my assistant 
for operations and wc work fine togeth­ 


er. 
Speaking of flies, it is not strange 
that wo have them, for this country 
has all been fought over lately. There 
are the accompanying unpleasant odors. 


This has been a more or less ramb 
ling letter, but I will supplement it 
soon with another. 
I have 
enjoyed 
hearing from you and from 
Gordon 
and Jane. I have had letters from peo­ 
ple in Covina and will* answer them 
when I can. Some people suggest that 
their news may be commonplace, but it 
is not so. One enjoys hearing all about 
things at home. I am always glad to 
hear about what you are doing. 


I just received this morning a Port­ 
land Oregonian of July 19. It is the 
first paper I havo seen that tells about 
the start of tho American show. 
It 
surely must havo been a happy time 
for everyone. I am proud that I had a 
part in tho very beginning of it. My 
infantry liaison the early morning of 
July 18 was tho most interesting ex­ 
perience I ever had in the air. 


I have not yet heard anything about 
training for a pilot. 
I think it will 
come through, however.

HIGHER WALNUT 


PRICES FIXED 


Local walnut growers were in attend­ 
ance Tuesday at the meeting, hclS in 
Los Angeles, of the board of directors 
of the California Walnut Growers' Ex­ 
change, at which time the price on wal­ 
nuts for the coming year were fixed. 


Robert Neely, secretary of the P<i- 
ente Walnut Growers' Association, who 
was present at the meeting, states that 
it is estimated that the Souhcrn Cali­ 
fornia walnut crop thib fall is worth in 
round figures $9,000,000, compared with 
$6,500,000 last year. The product will 
cost about 40 per cent more than usual, 
it is stated, because of the increase in 
the cost of farm labor, machinery, sup­ 
plies, transportation, and other items. 


Twenty-eight 
cents per pound has 
been fixed as the price for No. 1 wal­ 
nuts; 25 cents for No. 2's; 29 cents for 
standard 
budded 
varieties, and 31% 
cents for fancy budded walnuts. These 
are wholesale prices. No. 2's arc al­ 
ready retailing for 30 cents n pound. 


The walnut harvest is now in full 
swing, having begun about ten days 
later than usual. Rain did slight dam­ 
age to the crop. This year's production 
for the principal walnut-growing coun­ 
ties—Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los An­ 
geles, Oarnge, and Riverside—is esti­ 
mated at 33,000,000 pounds. Last year's 
production was 18,910,000. The differ­ 
ence in tonnage is accounted for by the 
large area of new groves, which had 
just come into bearing. 


Soldier Boy Gives First 
Impressions of France 


The following excerpts arc taken from 
a letter from France by Earl Hotchkiss, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. L. H. Hotchkiss of 
Dayton, Ohio, and nephew of Andrew 
Hotchkiss of Covina: 
Dearest Mother: 
< 


I am now having my second exper­ 
ience at the front. My first experience 
proved more interesting than my pres­ 
ent one has proved so far. My work is 
very interesting and enjoyable, and I 
have certainly been fortunate all along 
in having such splendid officers. I am 
a liaison or platoon man. On our first 
trip to the trenches wo had to walk a 
distance, estimated at by most of the 
men as twenty miles. As it rained on 
the journey, when we Anally arrived at 
our destination I was'drenched., I was 
chiefly concerned, however, about, the 
weapon which I 
carried, fearing it 
would nsst. On this hike, when we ap­ 
proached the dangor zone we could see 
the flashes and flares from cannon. Wo 
finally approached a scene of great ac­ 
tivity. We could hear shells whiz over 
our heads and tho click, click of ma­ 
chine guns. There were different color­ 
ed lights and sky rockets going up, also 
star rockets. It was a brilliant display, 
and the most action I have seen. I am 
looking forward to tho time when we 
can do effective fighting. Whilo on du­ 
ty we are so anxious to do our best and 
most effective work and to carry out 
orders correctly that wo have no time 
to think of danger. Tho Americans, as 
has always been the case, are proving 
themselves to be brave soldiers, and 
we often hear of brave and noble deeds 
of our men. I know that America en­ 
tered the war just in timo to save her 
honor as a nation, and I cannot under­ 
stand how we could stand with our 
arms folded and look on at this struggle 
for the preservation and life of our 
democracy as long as wo did. 


I 
admire the French 
people. The 
French, officers are very military and 
full of vigor. 


Having seen foreign countries and 
comparing them with tho United States, 
my pride of our own wondorfud coun­ 
try is greatly increased.

Tiring of the life of guerilla warfare, 
Messa is said to have left the band. At 
that time the commander of the insur­ 
gents stated that anyone who deserted 
his band would be sought out and his 
life taken. It is believed that this vow 
has been kept.

" W e had a good trip across but had 
to stay on deck all day with life pre­ 
servers on. Iri, marching to camp wo 
saw about a million dirty-faced 
kids, 
and about overyone was saying, " H a v e 
you got any pennies, mister? 


" W e are now resting up a little af­ 
ter our trip. It is getting pretty cool 
hero. My washing, which I did yester^' 
day, is. not dry yet. It rains a little 
and the sun is out again. 


" T h e y certainly have some peculiar- 
looking automobiles and trucks in this 
country. They have steam trucks, with 
smoke-stacks on the front, which go 
puffing down the street like a locomo­ 
tive. They burn crude oil arid distillate 
for fuel. Wo see many Fords. 


"There are many things in this coun­ 
try which look strange to us fellows. 
The newspapers, for instance, have all 
the ads on the front page and the news 
on the inside. 


" A little boy about eight years old 
said to us yesterday, "Oh, you have 
como too late. Tho war is all over 
now.' Then we had some fun with him, 
but ho was woll able to hold his own. 
You cannot kid them much. . 


" I t is hard to write a letter

hero because you can't tell anything 
about what you are doing, but the way 
things look over hero we won't have to 
worry long."
